The child was emaciated and dwarf­ 
ed by its neglect, its little legs being 
scarcely larger than a man’s thumb.

The admiral gave closer attention, 
however, when the judge advocate be-' 
gan the reading of the order, appoint- j 
ing Rear Admiral Howison a member 
of the court, in place of Rear Admiral 
Kimberley, and he continued to give 
careful head when his letter to the 
c. epartment asking for a modification 
of paragraph 5 of the precept, re­ 
garding Admiral 
Schley’s 
disobedi­ 
ence of orders, was read, together 
with 
the 
department’s 
refusal to 
comply with the request. 
None of these documents received 
much attention from the auditors, but 
there was a general change of atti­ 
tude when the next order of pro-1 
eeedings was reached. This was the 
challenge, on the part of Rear Ad j 
niiral Schley, of Rear Admiral Howl-; 
eon as a member of the court.

While this challenge was expect­ 
ed, it created no little commotion, 
coming as it did without any prelim! 
I ary announcement, beyond the ques­ 
tion on the part of Captain Lemly as 
to whether the applicant had any ob­ 
jection to the court Admiral Schley 
responded promptly.
